Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply.  10  further  connections  to  the  water  mains  were  made 
during  the  year  for  2 3 houses  and  flats  and  1 business  premises.  The 
total  number  of  houses  now  connected  being  940  in  addition  to  other 
properties.  Two  short  extensions  were  carried  out  to  the  water  mains. 
6 samples  of  water  we  re  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  3 of 
which  were  from  a public  supply  and  were  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Particulars  of  new  drainage  to  the  sewers  are 
given  under  the  heading  of  work  done.  15  further  connections  to  the 
sewers  were  made  during  the  year  making  the  total  number  of  houses  now 
connected  939  in  addition  to  other  properties.  Consulting  Engineers 
were  called  in  during  the  year  to  report  on  the  Council's  Sewage  Dispo 
sal  Works.  The  report  had  not  been  received  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Scavenging.  The  arrangement  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  is  the  same  as  last  year,  the  refuse  being  collected 
and  taken  to  a satisfactory  tip  outside  the  town  by  a Contractor. 
Collections  are  made  once  per  week  in  the  town,  or  built-up  area  and 
once  a fortnight  outside  the  town  area.
